The greater emotion over- 
comes the lesser—his sorrow for his mother brings him back to his senses, 
and he finds himself restored to happiness and reason at the same time. 
Buckstone’s monopolylogue of Zhe Belle of the Hotel followed the 
drama, and introduced that delightful little actress Mrs. Fitzwilliam, 
whose performance, throughout the piece, was highly appreciated by the 
audience, who laughed and applauded incessantly. ‘The burlesque of 
Norma, (in which Paul Bedford, Wright, and MissWoolgar, personated 
their favorite characters with much humour,) and the farce of How to 
Pay the Rent concluded the performances. Mr Hudson made his début 
here as Morgan Rattler, in the last piece, and was well received.—The 
house was crammed to the ceiling.
